OMAHA, April 11.—The “con- 
trol production” idea tn farming is 
rampant in Nebraska this spring. 
Half a dozen or so separate organ- 
izationg are busy among the farm- 
ers in Nebraska, combining them 
into societies having for their ob- 
ject the restriction and curtail- 
ment of production of wheat, corn 


and other farm.products. Each of 
these o izations reports thé 
farmers dre falling over them- 
selves to get into the societies. 
The National Producers’ Alli- 
ance is working in Northeastern 
Nebraska and says it intends to 
sweep entirely across the State. 
The alliance says it has already 
signed up $000 farmers and busi- 
ness men in Platte, Pierce, Knox, 
Cedar, Madison, Antelope, Boone, 
Nance, Dixon, Wayne and Stan- 
ton counties, all in the northeast- 
ern section of the State. As soon 
as the roads have settled and au- 
tomoDile traveling is good, the alli- 
ance intends throwing 100 organ- 
izers into the State and signing up 
every farmer and business man 
possible, its officials say. 


TO HOLD FOR PROFTT 
The object of the Nationa! Pro- 
ducers’ Alliance is to regulate 
the price of all farm products by 
simply refusing to sell unless its 
members can gét “cost plus a rea- 
sonable profit.” No arrangement 
for pooling or co-operative mar- 
Keting iq ¢. Simply for 
& profit is the plan. The o niza- 
tion is going strong among Swedes, 
Danes and Norwegians, the organ- 
izere making the explanation that

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similar organizations are in ex- 


istence in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries today and the plan is already 
known to farmers of those nation- 
alities in this country. 
At the little town of Newman/ 
Grove, with 850 population, fifty- 
four business firms are said to 
have joined the organization, and 
the membership among farmers in 
the community is 100 per cent, ac- 
cording to the same authority. 


AMBITIOUS PLAN 

Another organization that is be- 
ing launched with the same object 
ie the Wheat Farmers’ Regula- 
tion Association. 

This is a pian, its organizers ex- 
plain, to get all the wheat-pro- 
ducing farmers in the entire United 
States into one big nization— 
by townships, counties and States. 
Bach member will be told how 
many bushels of wheat he is to 
produce and the production is to 
be limited to the amount of wheat 
consumed in this country.

Cc, H., Los Angeles, requests a 
recipe for Lady Baltimore cake and 
wants to know what size tins to 
bake it tn. 

For the cake beat half a cup 
of butter to a light cream and beat 
into it slowly one and a half cups 
of sifted sugar and beat until ligh* 
and creamy. Sift two and a half 
cups of sifted flour with five level 
teaspoons of baking powder and 
one-quarter of a teaspoon of salt: 
sift these together three times and 
add to the butter mixture, alter- 
nately, with a scant cup of milk 
and beat until light and smooth, 
add one teaspoon of vanilla ex- 
tract and half a teaspoon of lemon 
extract and beat well: fold in 
the .stiffiy beaten whites of five 
exes and pour into three buttered 
and floured eight-inch layer cake 
tine and bake in a moderate oven 
thirty minutes. Cool on a wire cake 
rack and spread between the lay- 
ers Lady Baltimore filling and 
cover the top and sides with 
cream frosting. 


ICE CREAM FROSTING 


Boll three cups of sugar with 
a scant cup of water until it will 
spin a thin thread when dropped 
from the tip of a spoon. Beat the 
whites of four eggs to a stiff froth 
and beat in a thin stream the hot 
syrup, beating until all of the syrup 
is mixed in and then beat ten min- 
utes. Use one-third of this icine 
to cover the cake and two-thirds 
= ene the filling. Flavor with va- 
nia. 


LADY BALTIMORE FUAANG 

Mix with two-thirds of the above 
recipe half a cup of chopped seeded 
dates, half a cup of chopped seeded 
raisins, two-thirds of a cup of 
chopped wainut meats and one 
tablespoon of grated orange rind. 


BAKED MINCED CLAMS 

Cr A. N., Covina, wants a recipe 
for baked minced clams in which 
corn is used. 

Heat in a saucepan two table- 
spoons of olive oll, add one small 
finely chopped onion and one clove 
garlic minced: cover the pan and 
cook until the onion its tender but 
not brown; stir two cups of minced 
clams, one ¢up of chopped canned 
corn, the beaten yolks of two eggs. 
a seasoning of pepper and salt, one 
tablespoon of chopped parsley, the 
stiffiy beaten whites of two ergs 
and enough fresh bread erumbs 
to stiffen. Place in a buttered hak- 
ing dish, cover with buttered bread 
crumbe and bake a nice brown in 
a hot oven.

Masterpieces 


When one listens to the sweet 
harmonies and perfect melodies 
of Frank Schubert, it Is with a 
wonder how this unfortunate gen- 
jue of Vienna could find so much 
in life that ts beautiful. His sel- 
dom-heard quintet in C major, 
Op. 163, was performed as an 
opening number last evening by 
the Los Angeles Chamber Music 
Society at Gamut Auditorium in 
their final coneert of the season. 

The trio, Op. 40, by Brahms, 
and the septet tn E flat, Op. 20, 
by Beethoven, wete the other se- 
lection. All of the numbered are 
masterpieces of first importance. 

The Brahms Trio was in certain 
ways the most satisfactory rendi- 
tion of the evening, and probably 
a preponderance of individual 
taste would choose this as_ the 
most worthy composition. It is 
written for piano, violin and 
French horn; the artists repec- 
tively were Blanche Rogers-Ltt, 
Sylvain Noack and Alfred Brain. 
Three instruments are easier to 
follow than #1x, because simall en- 
sembles, in this iristance, keep 
together better.

GRAND JURORS 
CLEAR DOLLEY 


Dry Agent Absolved of All 
Criminal Charges 


Report Criticises Handling of 
Clerical Affairs 


Judge Bledsoe Praises Work 
of. Accused Official 


The Federal grand jury yester- 
day, tn a report to United States 
District Judge Bledsoe, completely 
exonerated of criminal charges 
Harold H. Dolley, chief enforce- 
ment officer of Federal prohibition 
offices of the State, but citicised his 
handling of administrative and 
clerical affairs. 

Following the submission ef the 
report Judge Bledsoe addressed the 
grand jurymen,. stated that he Bee 
lieved 8. F. Rutter, State directeon, 
Mr. Dolley, and D. J. O'Leary, W- 
cal chief, free of crookedness and 
venality, and declared that the 
charges had been brought by ine 
dividuals eager to disrupt the ef- 
forcement of the prohibition law 
in California. Judge Bledsoe stated 
that under Dolley’s regime there 
had been “a maximum of efficiency, 
and almost a minimum of irregue 
larity.” 

In ite report the grand fury 
urged that there be a rearrange- 
ment in the method of handling 


the affairs of the office and that @ . 


man of administrative experience 
be placed in charge of this part 
of the departmental work as Dol« 
ley was found to be “wholly um- 
fitted” for that. 

The investigation by the grand 
jury followed sensational charges 
made against Mr. Dolley by former 
agents,.discharged “for the good 
of the rvice.” A San Francisco 
newspaper took up the attack. The 
grand jury went back for two years 
into the administration of the lo- 


eal office for its testimony. Mr. 
Dolley was formerly in charge in 
Los Angeles, but was elevated te 


the State-wide position nearly @ 
year ago. Since then O'Leary and 
formerly Charles Gailing were in 
charge of the local office. 

The investigation was in charge 
of United States Attorney Burke 


and his chief assistant, Mark 
Herron. 
Intelligence Agent Jeroloman, 


who, with others, has been mak- 
ing a departmental investigation 
of the eharges, listened to the 
grand jury’s report but declined 
to make a statement. 

Extensive changes are recom- 
mended by the grand jury, inciud- 
ing more pay for the agents, a fund 
for the purchase of evidence, trans- 
portation and its upkeep and ofi- 
clals charged with administration 


of the office, which was signed by 
R. W. Pridham, foreman. 

The report was in part as fol- 
lows: 
“Evidence was presented to the 
Grand Jury to the effect that the 
Prohibition Enforcement Depart- 
ment of this district had resorted 
to the practice of tapping tele- 
hone wires for the purpose of 
obtaining evidence looking toward 
the apprehension and arrest of 
prohibition law violators. The evi- 
dence heard showed conclusively 
that this was done, however, for 
no other purpose. Without pase- 
ing upon the question of whether 
such action is or is not a viola- 
tion of State law in California, we 
believe that the obtaining of evt- 
dence by such means should be 
discontinued.
